There was no word on how long the 
search would last, but Howard said 
the Navy would make “extraordi- 
nary” attempts to retrieve remains 
and wreckage. 

A Navy helicopter crew flying in 
the area and sailors from the de- 
stroyer USS Merrill all reported a 
ball of fire and loud explosion at about 
3:30 a.m., Howard said during a brief- 
ing at North Island Naval Air Sta- 
tion. 

He said the accident occurred over 


the Pacific Ocean about 60 miles 
southwest of San Diego. 

“They were operating in conjunc- 
tion with other surface and air ele- 
ments when a mid-air explosion was 
reported approximately the same 
time radio contact was lost,” Howard 
said. 

The collision occurred as one P-3 
Orion was arriving to relieve the 
other, which had just completed its 
part of the exercise, Howard said. Of- 
ficials were uncertain how much con- 
tact the pilots had before the crash, he 
said. 

Howard said it was believed 13 
crew members were aboard one P-3 
Orion and 14 on the other. 

The P-3s were in contact with land- 
and sea-based air controllers during 
the exercise, but officials were uncer- 
tain who was directing them.

dren,” Mason said. “The high mor- 
tality rate among blacks, Hispan- 
ics and American Indians is not 
due to genetics; it is due to un- 
healthy behaviors.” 

Mason attributed some of the 
health problems experienced by 
different cultures in America to 
poverty, but he said there are 
other factors involved. 

“For example, 35 percent of all 
blacks smoke, compared to only 27 
percent of whites,” Mason said. 

Change in the traditional family 
structure is also causing serious 
health problems, Mason said. “To- 
day only 7 percent of Americans 
are part of a traditional Wally 
Cleaver family.” He said children 
from non-intact homes are more 
likely to be violent and use drugs.

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Exxon could 
pay off its 

$1 billion 
settlement 
for much less

WASHINGTON — Exxon’s agree- 
ment to pay $1 billion to settle gov- 
ernment claims and charges for the 
nation’s largest oil spill could actually 
cost the company less than half that 
amount, an Associated Press analysis 
shows. 

The company’s cost would be re- 
duced if it chose to purchase an annu- 
ity that would guarantee the 10 future 
annual payments called for under the 
settlement in the Exxon Valdez case 
— a growing business. practice. 
Exxon’s cost would be further cut be- 
cause most of the payments are tax 
deductible. 

The AP calculations, based on an 
actual market quotation for an annu- 
ity, show it could cost Exxon as little 
as $486.3 million to meet its obliga- 
tions to repair the damage’ caused 
when the supertanker ran aground. 

It spilled 11 million gallons of crude 
oil in Alaska’s Prince William Sound 
in March 1989. 

In Houston, Exxon spokesman Bill 
Smith had no comment on the calcula- 
tions or the current value of the set- 
tlement. 

Last week, Attorney General Dick 
Thornburgh proudly announced a $1 
billion settlement by Exxon that in- 
cluded record criminal fines and civil 
damages. 

But the settlement drew skepti- 
cism at a congressional hearing 
Wednesday. 

“In essence, a lot of taxpayers’ 
money is going back into this to pay 
Exxon’s share,” Rep. George J. 
Hochbrueckner, D-N.Y., said at a 
House merchant marine committee 
session. 

The Congressional Research Ser- 
vice used three different estimates of 
how much investments might earn 
over the next 10 years. 

With those figures, it calculated 
Eixxon’s costs at between $421 million 
and $524 million in material prepared 
for the hearing. 

At the request of The Associated 
Press, JMW Settlements. Inc., of 
Washington, a national company that 
specializes in writing deferred pay- 
ment settlements of law suits, caleu- 
lated that it would charge Exxon 
$527.3 million for an annuity that 
would make $785 million in deferred

Cold fusion Is still a hot topic

Tomorrow will mark the two year 
anniversary of the announcement of 
discovery of cold fusion, and as scien- 
tists still research the validity of the 
cold-fusion claims, critics continue to 
debate whether or not cold fusion ac- 
tually works. 

Steven E. Jones, a professor of 
physics at BYU, spoke Thursday 
night about the events that have oc- 
curred since that announcement. 

On March 23, 1989, two chemists 
from the University of Utah, Stanley 
Pons and Martin Fleischmann, an- 
nounced they had been able to create 
fusion at room temperatures. The an- 
nouncement was made in Salt Lake 
City at a news conference that was 
covered world wide. Since then, re- 
search has been done that almost en- 
tirely disproves their claims. 

Sunday’s “New York Times” had a 
front page story on the controversial 
cold-fusion issue. The article written 
by William J. Broad suggested that 
not only was the discovery faulty in 
its scientific conclusions but that it 
was also faulty in the ethics and pro- 
cedures used to report the findings. 

Jones agreed with Broad in his ad- 
dress at the Sigma Xi annual awards 
lecture held in the Ernest L. Wilkin- 
son Center. 

Jones has been involved in exten- 
sive cold-fusion research since he 
came to BYU in 1985. In his address 
to the Sigma Xi club, Jones said, 
“There is a vast difference between 
the approaches and claims of Pons and 
Fleischmann and those of BYU.” 

“It’s kind of sad when you think 
about what has happened with cold 
fusion over the past two years,” Jones 


said. “It would have been wonderful if 
they had actually produced heat from 
cold fusion.” 

When Pons and Fleischmann made 
their claims two years ago, they failed 
to go through the accepted channels . 
of approval, Jones said. Instead of — 
sending copies of their findings to 
peers for evaluation and confirma- 
tion, “they made an end-run and went 
straight to the media,” Jones said. 

“T feel very safe in saying that the 
heat from the Pons/Fleischmann ex- 
periment is not fusion. I feel that 
there is some heat there, but it is not 
coming from fusion,” Jones said. 

‘Shortly after the announcement, 
Jones and his colleagues at BY U were 
accused of stealing Pons and Fleis- 
chmann’s idea for the so-called test- 
tube fusion. 

“That was just not the case,” Jones 
said. “We had been working on our 
own fusion experiments since early 
1986.” 

During the past two years, fusion 
research has continued at BYU with 
the help of other research institutes. 
The basis of the research is in muon- 
catalyzed fusion, something Jones has 
been working on with funding from 
the U.S. Department of Energy for 
several years. 

“Although we have not been able to 
create enough energy to solve the en- 
ergy problems of the world, we do feel 
encouraged with what we have been 
able to do,” Jones said. 

Richard Woodbury, professor of 
electrical engineering and Sigma Xi 
president-elect, said Sigma Xi has 
sponsored similar meetings through- 
out the year for the purpose of ad-. 
vancing scientific research through 
the recognition of those performing

‘Major’ change: poll tax dies in Britain 


LONDON — Prime Minister John Major’s government on Thursday an- 
nounced the death of the poll tax, in an abrupt U-turn from the policies of his 
former mentor Margaret Thatcher. 

“The public has not been persuaded that the charge is fair,” Environment 
Secretary Michael Heseltine told the House of Commons. 

The tax sparked a riot in London a year ago and campaigns of organized 
disobedience, cost the Conservatives two formerly “safe” seats in special 
Parliamentary elections and threatened to drag them to defeat in the next 


modern political history,” declared Labor Party spokesman Bryan Gould. 
Scrapping the poll tax was Major’s biggest retreat yet from Thatcherism, 
the former prime minister’s philosophy of free markets, individual initiative 
and reduced state spending. 
Major has also mended fences with the rest of the European Community, by 
raising state benefits to children and trimming tax breaks for the wealthiest 
Britains. 


Japan helps war cost with $5.Z billion 


WASHINGTON — Japan will make a $5.7 billion contribution to the U.S. 
Treasury on Friday to defray U.S. costs for operation Desert Storm, Ameri- 
can and Japanese officials said Thursday. 

The announcement, which came shortly after Japanese Foreign Minister 
Taro Nakayama opened official talks here, was one of several indications that 
the two countries are determined to overcome recent strains in relations. 

During a half hour meeting with Nakayama, President Bush thanked him 
for Japan’s contributions. 

Japanese Foreign Ministry spokesman Taizo Watanabe said Bush acknow]- 
edged there was some “frustration” in the United States with Japan, but said 
that resulted mostly from disputes over trade and not the widely reported 
differences over the Persian Gulf. 

The discussions also included the possibility of a U.S.-Japanese summit 
early next month, possibly in California. 

Many in Congress are angry with allied countries that haven't paid yet. 


Soviet legislature endorses referendum 


MOSCOW — Lawmakers urged national and republic leaders on Thursday 
to use the recent referendum on preserving the union as a springboard to 
approving a new treaty to join the republics. 

After a day of relatively calm debate, the Supreme Soviet legislature 
approved an eight-point resolution declaring that “a majority of people 
(agreed) that the fate of the country’s peoples is indivisible, that only through 
joint efforts will they be able to successfully resolve questions of economic, 
social and cultural development.” 

The legislature had scheduled the referendum at the urging of President 
Mikhail 8. Gorbachev. 

The resolution gave Gorbachev another card in his bid to hold the republics 
together under a new Union Treaty. 

Neither Gorbachev nor his chief foe, Russian Federation President Boris 
Yeltsin, have commented publicly on the results of Sunday’s referendum. 

Nine republics, including the huge Russian Federation, took part in the 
referendum; six boycotted it. More than 82 percent of the eligible voters in the 
nine republics cast ballots, with about 77 percent voting in favor. 


U.S.S.R. corrects clocks after 6 decades 


MOSCOW — Red-faced Soviet officials are admitting they haven’t kept the 
correct time in more than six decades, blaming a mistake in the Stalin era when 
clocks should have been turned back an hour. 

As aresult, the officials are scrapping the Soviet version of daylight-saving 
time this summer. 

Clocks, however, will still “fall back” an hour in the autumn. 

All this timekeeping havoc is bound to further baffle a nation that has had its 
share of confusion for 1991. 

March 31 is when clocks usually are moved forward an hour for summer time 
in the Soviet Union, which has 11 time zones. 

But the Cabinet of Ministers has decreed that the move won’t be made for 
most of the Soviet Union — the huge Russian Federation, which includes 
Moscow; Armenia; Azerbaijan; Byelorussia; Turkmenia and the Ukraine. 

' The republics of Estonia, Latvia, Lithuania and Moldavia, however, will 
follow their rebellious tradition and move their clocks ahead as before. 


Americans don’t need visas for Poland 


WASHINGTON — Polish President Lech Walesa announced Thursday 
that Americans will no longer need visas to visit his country and appealed to 
them to do business in his economically struggling nation. 

Walesa, 47, came to Capitol Hill to ask for help as his country attempts to 
transform its economy from a state-controlled enterprise to a free-market 
system. He made the visa announcement in a closed meeting of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee and confirmed it later to reporters. 

“As of the 15th of April, there are not going to be any visas for all Americans 
coming to Poland,” Walesa said. “No problems for their arrival. Poland will be 
freely open to all American citizens.” 

Poland is following the lead of Hungary, Czechoslovakia and Bulgaria, other 
Eastern European nations that have lifted most visa requirements for Ameri- 
cans, the department said. Walesa also laid red and white roses on the casket 
of Ignace Jan Paderewski, the Polish statesman and pianist who died in the 
United States on June 29, 1941.

UPS distributi 
to use natural

United Parcel Service, better 
known as UPS, has announced the 
use of natural gas in many of its vehi- 
cles. 

UPS began a two-year alternative 
fuel test in late 1989, in conjunction 
with Brooklyn Union Gas Company of 
New York. 

The project compared the fuel 
emissions and operational data from 
10 UPS delivery vans converted to 
run on natural gas with a group of 10 
gasoline-powered vans. 

When the natural gas vehicles were 
compared: with, gasoline, vehicles, it 

| was found that two primary smog cla 
ments, nitrogen oxide and non-— 
methane hydrocarbons, were re- 
duced by 22 percent and 9 percent, 
respectively, in natural gas vehicles.

Volunteers are needed at the Provo 
Crisis Line to help people combat 
problems ranging from thoughts of 
suicide to loneliness. 

Lorri Hirst, director for United 
-Way Volunteer Center, said “The 
Crisis Line needs dedicated men and 
women who care about helping oth- 
ers, who are good listeners and are 
non-judgmental. 

“The volunteers need to be at least 
18 years old, and previous experience 
working in this type of situation 
would be helpful, but it’s not neces- 
sary,” Hirst said. 

Janet Davis, director of the Crisis 
Line, said, “The Crisis Line needs a 
wide range of volunteer ages. It’s not 
just limited to students.” 

Davis said the only other require- 
ment is that volunteers need to be 
mature enough to cope with the stress 
of crisis work. 

Volunteers commit to a three-hour 
weekly shift, preferably for eight 
months, Hirst said. 

Davis said volunteers will receive 
eight hours of training before they 
begin their weekly shifts. 

At training sessions, which will be- 
gin April 3, volunteers will be taught 
about other community programs to 
which callers can be referred.

our referral service,” Davis said. 

If people have a problem, the Crisis 
Line can tell them where to go in the 
community for help. 

Last year, the Crisis Line received 
more than 6,000 calls. Davis said, 

“The Crisis Line is very necessary 
for lonely people. It is also important 
for people experiencing grief or con- 
templating suicide. A lot of people call 
when their therapist isn’t available,” 
she said. 

Crisis Line hours are from 5 p.m. to 
2 a.m. Davis-said they hope to get 
enough volunteers to have the Crisis 
Line open 24 hours, which will re- 
quire 60 to 120 people.

Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
won the support of many Palestinians 
with his Scud missile attacks on Israel 
and his repeated demands for a 
Palestinian homeland. 

Intent on revenge, Kuwaiti secu- 
rity forces have used lighted 
cigarettes and lighters to burn peo- 
ple, and knives to carve words into 
the flesh of prisoners, Whitley said. 

In one case, a captured Iraqi pilot 
was fatally shot in the head by 
Kuwaiti security forces in the early 
days of March, Whitley said. 

A Palestinian detainee since re- 
leased said he witnessed the shooting, 
Whitley added. He said there were 
reports that hospital rooms were be- 
ing used as interrogation and punish- 
ment centers by security forces. 

These forces have posted an armed 
guard at Murbarak al-Kabeer Hospi- 
tal for the past two weeks and doctors 
say prisoners are held there. 


Helicopters 
to assist in 
Alaska rescues

Rocky Mountain Helicopters Inc. 
has signed a new contract to provide 
law enforcement and search and res- 
cue operations support in the Denali 
National Park-Mount McKinley area 
of Talkeetna, Alaska. 

The company will use an Aerospa- 
tiale Lama SA 315B helicopter. 

Spike Kinghorn, marketing direc- 
tor for RMH, said the Lama is a spe- 
cial high-altitude helicopter designed 
for use in the mountains of Europe. 

The Lama should be well-suited for 
search and rescue operations in De- 
nali National Park area because 
Mount McKinley is the highest moun- 
tain in the United States. 

“This will be the first year the Park 
Service will have one (a Lama) under 
contract,” Kinghorn said. 

Annette Mecham of RMH said the 
contract is for three years but must be 
renewed each year. 

The new contract is similar to a 
government contract in Mescalero, 
N.M., which involves fire suppres- 
sion support. 

“We ended up with three heli- 
copters down there last year because 
of forest fires,” Kinghorn said. 

Kinghorn said the two contracts 
combined could provide more than 
$500,000 in revenues for the company 
over the next three years. 

RMH employs 800 people nation- 
ally, 200 of whom are in Provo offices. 
The company also has offices in Cali- 
fornia and South Carolina. 

The Provo offices include training 
and logistics, along with maintenance 
and other facilities. 

RMH has a fleet of 120 aircraft. 
However, it does not have any search 
and rescue contracts in the Provo 
area now, Mecham said.
